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No Quick Solution In Korea 
Dwight Eisen hower’s promise to go to Korea 
if elected presiden t pu t a breath of hope in to 
what had begu n to look like a lost cau se. 
Million s of American s believ ed in Eisen ­ 
hower s ability to see the Korean dilemma in 
some more fav orable light. They still believ e 
he has the best chan ce to do what n o western 
leader has been able to do y et — be a match 
for the ev il gen iu s of the Commu n ist con ­ 
spiracy which started the Korean war. 
There is n o qu ick solu tion for the problem 
this raised. Mora than two y ears ago, Gen . 
MacArthu r was callin g on the Reds to lay down 
their arms before he gav e the order to an ­ 
n ihilate them. 
The order n ev er was giv en . In stead, the order 
was giv en to reliev e MacArthu r of his Asiatic 
comman d. It is importan t n ow to recall why 
that order was giv en . 
The gov ern men t of the Un ited States was 
afraid if it took the steps which MacArthu r 
said were n ecessary to win the Korean war it 
wou ld force the gov ern men t of Ru ssia to take 
the steps which wou ld start World War III. 
That is why the Korean war is goin g in to 
its third win ter. • 
That is why the Korean war has seemed 
like a lost cau se. 
That is Why stu den ts of history are begin n in g 
to hin t of an other “100-y ear war.’* 
An d it is why million s of American s wan ted 
to believ e that the gen eral who had won the 
war in Eu rope might be able to do what the 
gen eral who had won the war in the Pacific 
n ev er had been able to try to do—win tile 
war in Korea. 
Gen . Clark, presidin g ov er the Korean stale­ 
mate at the momen t, has been preparin g a 
brief for the Eisen hower v isit. 
Gen . Clark will recommen d what MacArthu r 
recommen ded — the same* recommen dation s 
which brou ght abou t MacArthu r^ dismissal on 
April ll, 19 51. These con cern ed main ly the 
n ecessity of direct attack on Commu n ist Chin a. 
The issu e hag n ot chan ged. The Un ited 
States an d whatev er n omin al su pport it can 
obtain from the Un ited Nation s will be pin n ed 
down in Korea in defin itely u n less the Korean 
war can be won . Bu t can the Korean war be 
won withou t first makin g the momen tou s de­ 
cision that World War III, if it mu st come, 
shou ld be sou ght in 19 53? 


Not Spoiling F ora F ight 
If Sen . Taft were on e ten th as eager to su lk 
in his ten t as trou ble-makers try in g to pick 
a fight between him an d Presiden t-elect Eisen ­ 
hower thin k he is he cou ld hav e su lked du rin g 
the n ation al campaign . 
The trou ble-makers n ow are try in g to make 
It appear that the Eisen hower cabin et selection s 
are an affron t to Taft. When they hav e failed 
to fin d an y possibility of trou ble here, they will 
break ou t somewhere else. 
They will fin d ev iden ce of a political feu d 
ev ery time Sen . Taft lifts an ey ebrow, on ce 
Con gress is in session . 
The trou ble-makers can n ot con ceiv e of an y ­ 
thin g bu t rev en ge comin g ou t 
o f the clash o f 
political faction s which cau sed Dwight Eisen ­ 
hower to get the Repu blican presiden tial n omi­ 
n ation an d cau sed Taft to giv e u p his ambition 
to reach the White Hou se. 
They can n ot believ e an y man wou ld be cap­ 
able of forgiv in g an d forgettin g after bein g ou t­ 
man eu v ered so man y times in the same kin d of 
an in tra-party con test.

Careless speech-makin g by high I don u n its which worked closely 
officials of the U.S. Air Force can ! with the g ro und troops. Then came 
brin g on an other bitter con trov ersy , the U.S. Air Force 
a sking for in - 
between the armed serv ices. 
i dependent statu s with its specialty 
Statemen ts pu blished recen tly by I —strategic warfare—which mean s 
spokesmen for the Air Force hav e 
argu ed that there shou ld be bu t 
on e air force in stead of on e in the 
Nav y , on e in the Marin e Corps, 
on e in the Army an d on e in the 
U.S. Air Force. 
To the av erage person u n in form­ 
ed abou t these matters it might 
look like a logical formu la an d as 
if there had been waste. Bu t the 
fact is that the Air Force spokes­ 
men are merely startin g an other 
debate which can n ot fail in the 
en d to produ ce dissen sion an d loss 
of morale in the armed serv ices 
themselv es. 
In v iew of past history it is 
su rprisin g that the secretary of 
defen se, Robert Lov ett, has n ot 
repriman ded the Air Force spokes­ 
men , for they are really preachin g 
disu n ity an d discord. This is en ­ 
tirely at v arian ce with what Gen . 
Eisen hower has preached in the 
past—for he believ es in the proper 
coordin ation of all the armed serv ­ 
ices each retain in g their special 
v alu es. 
The argu men t for a sin gle air 
force alway s arises when there is 
an econ omy wav e on the horizon . 
There are man y person s on the 
other han d who con scien tiou sly be­ 
liev e in a sin gle air force bu t who 
n ev er had an y ex perien ce with 
Nav al av iation or Marin e Corps 
av iation an d who do n ot 
rea lly 
kn ow what these airmen do u n der 
combat con dition s. 
Actu ally there is n o more reason 
to pu t all plan es u n der a sin gle 
comman d than there is to pu t all 
motor v ehicles or gu n s in are arm­ 
ed forces in to a sin gle serv ice. An 
airplan e is an in stru men t to be 
u sed by an y armed serv ice ju st as 
is a piece of artillery . 
The importan t factor to be born e 
in min d is that skill in u sin g an 
airplan e is by itself v alu eless for 
the Nav y u n less the av iator is 
train ed to work from a ship an d 
hen ce is qu alified to u n derstan d 
the welfare of ships at sea. This 
is especially importan t in an ti­ 
su bmarin e tactics carried on from 
the air. 
It wou ld in deed be a waste of 
time an d mon ey to giv e all av ia­ 
tors train in g in the Nav y an d also 
in grou n d warfare an d in strategic 
warfare ju st becau se they all u se 
airplan es. 
This is still an age of specializa­ 
tion in the armed forces. The Ma­ 
rin es are train ed for amphibiou s 
lan din gs an d they hav e their own 
efficien t av iation becau se grou n d 
an d air work closely together. 
The Army u p to the en d of World 
War n, had its own tactical av ia- 


lon g ran ge bombin g of in du strial 
as well as military targets bu t 
primarily the factories an d su pply 
depots of the en emy . 
Tactical air for the Army was 
deliberately n eglected with the ex 
cu se that mon ey had to go for 
strategic air bombers. Yet in the 
face of that error in ju dgmen t the 
U.S. Air Force n ow wan ts to swal­ 
low u p the av iation u n its of all 
three armed serv ices. 
The famou s con trov ersy ov er the 
B-36 ’s was primarily a row started 
by the Air Force in order to cu t 
dowm appropriation s for Nav al air­ 
craft carriers, particu larly the so­ 
called su per-carrier. 
Sin ce that 
time—1949—the Korean War has 
happen ed. 
The B-36 *s hav e n ot prov ed to 
be the weapon they were su pposed 
to be while the aircraft carrier, on 
the other han d, has ju stified itself 
man y times ov er—n ot the least of 
which was when the carriers were 
u sed as emergen cy ferry boats to 
tran sport U.S. Air Force fighter 
plan es from Californ ia to Korea 
in Ju ly 1950. 
Likewise, in 19 50. when the U.S. 
Air Force didn ’t hav e lan d bases 
in Korea, bu t had to come all the 
w'av from bas es in Japan thu s 
u sin g u p a good deal of gasolin e 
to an d from Korea an ji allowin g a 
limited time ov er Korean targets, 
the U.S. Nav y ’s air arm was fu n c­ 
tion in g close to the shore from air­ 
craft carriers an d makin g 
hu n d­ 
reds of sorties ov er the targets 
ev ery day . 
There is n o reason , moreov er, 
why the Nav y shou ldn ’t be per­ 
mitted to carry on lon g ran ge 
bombin g or strategic warfare from 
the decks of aircraft carriers. No 
armed serv ice shou ld hav e a mon o­ 
poly of way s an d mean s of hu rtin g 
the en emy in a war. 
Bu t all the poin ts for an d again st 
a sin gle air force shou ld n ot to­ 
day be the su bject of debate at all. 
The B-36 in v estigation by Con gress 
an d the Korean War showed the 
tru e importan ce of Nav y . On ly Sta­ 
lin cou ld ben efit if the U.S. Nav y ’s 
air arm w-ere weaken ed. 
It wou ld be most u n fortu n ate if 
the statemen ts from high Air Force 
officials in recen t day s mean that 
America is abou t to be plu n ged 
in to an other tragic period of fric­ 
tion between the armed serv ices. 
An y attempted sabotage of the 
U.S. Nav al air force shou ld be 
stopped at on ce—an d Gen . Eisen ­ 
hower will make short shrift of 
the discord makers if the presen t 
admin istration doesn 't act prompt­ 
ly to do so.

Death In A Hurry 
The fog from the salt marshes that is helpin g 
to make the New Jersey Tu rn pike on e of the 
most dan gerou s places on earth su ggests the fog 
which su rrou n ds the whole problem of dev elop­ 
in g more efficien t traffic sy stems. 
The New Jersey Tu rn pike, ex cept for the fog. 
is n ot pecu liarly dan gerou s. Its hazard had been 
foreshadowed by the high acciden t an d death 
rate on the Pen n sy lv an ia Tu rn pike. Toll roads 
in New York an d Con n ecticu t hav e been pilin g 
u p wrecks an d in ju ries. The Main e Tu rn pike 
has been prov in g u n ex pectedly dan gerou s. 
The obv iou s trou ble is the in ability of driv ers 
who can n ot operate their v ehicles safely 
o n an 
ordin ary road to han dle cars on a 
superhig h­ 
way which in v ites them ru sh to a ren dezv ou s 
with disaster. No on e wou ld dream o f letting 
amateu r driv ers compete on the India na po lis 
Speedway in stock cars. Yet ev ery superhig h­ 
w ay in v ites them to try somethin g equa lly 
dan gerou s. 
Un til all the wreckage has been cleared a wa y 
an d all the corpses bu ried, there shou ld be a 
qu estion mark after the proposition that the 
best way to solv e traffic problems is to in v ite 
driv ers willy -n illy to tu rn on more speed 
by 
giv in g them wider, smo o ther ro a ds. 


Sin ce there are said to be some 
three million person s with dia­ 
betes in the Un ited States alon e, 
this disease raises man y in terest­ 
in g qu estion s, on ly a few of which 
can be discu ssed 
in a sin gle col­ 
u mn . 
O n e c o r r e - 
spon den t recen tly 
asked if it was 
a d v i s a b I e for 
women who hav e 
had diabetes for 
man y 
y ears 
to 
hav e children . 
Un til 
recen tly 
Bf. Jo rda n pregn an cy 
f o r 
women with diabetes carried con ­ 
siderably greater risks for the 
mother an d the death rate in chil­ 
dren 'of diabetic mothers ran ged 
as high as 
six ou t of IO. 
Now, 
howev er, with rigid diet, restric­ 
tion of salt, an d other medical an d 
su rgical mean s, the ou tlook for the 
mother has been mu ch improv ed 
—an d for the child as well. 
In on e series of patien ts who 
were giv en the most ex pert ty pe of 
care du rin g pregn an cy , the mor­ 
tality of the mothers 
was 
on ly 
on e in 200, an d 84 of IOO children 
su rv iv ed. 
In giv in g these figu res, howev er. 
it mu st be remembered that the 
comparativ ely 
fav orable 
resu lts 
apply on ly to those mothers who 
are most cooperativ e, as well as 
those receiv in g ex tremely skilled 
medical atten tion . 
All this atten tion to medical care 
is importan t also for v ictims of 
diabetes who are n ot pregn an t. 
Un til the discov ery 
of 
in su lin 
abou t 30 y ears ago. people with 
diabetes almost alway s died of the 
disease ev en tu ally . 
Ev en 
today 
people die of diabetes, bu t often 
this is their own fau lt becau se 
they hav e been careless abou t 
their diet or their in su lin . 
Sometimes the con dition can be 
con trolled merely by adju stin g the 
diet so that the body does n ot hav e 
too mu ch su gar to han dle. In other 
cases where the diabetes is bad. 
dietin g may n ot be en ou gh an d it 
is n ecessary to in ject some of the 
secretion which we call in su lin (ob­ 
tain ed from an imal pan creas)' to 
help u se u p the ex cess su gar. 
In the early day s in su lin had to 
be giv en before each meal in order 
to keep su gar from passin g in to 
the u rin e. More recen tly prepara­ 
tion s of in su lin hav e been dev el­ 
oped which are slow actin g an d 
produ ce effects which last for a 
lon g time. In man y cases of dia­ 
betes, therefore, it is n ow pos­ 
sible to giv e on ly on e or two in ­ 
jection s a day . 
Ev ery patien t 
with 
diabetes 
shou ld be stu died carefu lly to see 
how mu ch su gar is bein g lost 


throu gh the 
u rin e, 
how 
mu ch 
su gar is presen t in the blood, an d 
how both the blood an d u rin e re­ 
spon d to tests 
with 
su gar-con ­ 
tain in g foods. 
After su ch stu dies the doctor can 
tell ju st how strict the diet shou ld 
be. how mu ch in su lin is n eeded 
an d when it shou ld be giv en . Bu t 
this is of n o v alu e 
u n less 
the 
patien t follows direction s.

Easing Is Seen 


Economist Predicts 
Ample Money In '53 


WASHINGTON. D. C. UP-A no- 
ticeable easing of the present tight- 
, ness of mortgage fu qd s can be 
| ex pected d u ring 1953, Miles L. Col­ 
ean. hou sing economist, stated here 
recently in an ad d ress before the 
I annu al meeting of the board of 
d irectors of the National Retail 
Lu mber Dealers Association. 
“No marked change is to be ex ­ 
pected d u ring the early part of the 
¡y ear, bu t sometime in the second 
qu arter there is a good probability 
that we shall begin to hav e a more 
■ample su pply of mortgage fu nd s 
than has been av ailable recently ,” 
Colean said . 
“ Insu rance companies and banks 
are likely to increase their allo­ 
cations 
of 
fu nd s 
for mortgage 
loans, while the sav ings and loan 
associations, hav ing no alternativ e, 
are bou nd to pou r their increase in 
assets into mortgages,” he said .

“ Ou r home mortgage sy stem still 
has a nu mber of d efects,” Colean 
stated . “ It is pecu liarly su scep­ 
tible to the effects of changes in 
the general cred it situ ation, and 
ev en in the easiest of times mort­ 
gage fu nd s are not equ ably d istri­ 
bu ted throu ghou t the cou ntry .” 
At the same time, he continu ed , 
the opportu nity is present for rein­ 
trod u cing bu siness principles into 
I the operations of the FHA and 
I FNMA and to bring the VA mort- 
jgage gu arantee activ ity into line 
(with the same principles. 
The first step in this d irection is 
to make clear the necessity for 
establishing and maintaining m ar­ 
ketable rates of interest, he said . 
The second is to cooperate in the 
maintenance of sou nd appraisal 
and inspection method s by the gov ­ 
ernment agencies.

Lowers Air 
Cooling Cost 


The cost of refrigeration is a ma­ 
jor time in air cond itioning. If 
cold water from a well is av ail­ 
able and is u tilized in the proper 
manner, an important sav ing can 
be achiev ed , say s the Plu mbing 
and Heating Ind u stries Bu reau . 
Air cond itioning engineers hav e 
fou nd that wherev er well water is 
economically av ailable, it is possi- 
|ble to take ad v antage of its low 
temperatu re to sav e both first cost 
and operating ex pense in air con­ 
d itioning 
sy stems, 
the 
bu reau 
points ou t. 
•While well water is u sed as a 
cooling med iu m in v ariou s way s in 
connection with commercial instal­ 
lations, both large and small, it is 
also find ing a large field of u sefu l­ 
ness in resid ential colling. 
Here is how a well-water cool­ 
ing sy stem operates: The water is 
pu mped from the well by a pu mp 
powered by an electric motor. The 
same 
pu mp 
forces 
the water 
throu gh coils. Warm air from the 
rooms is d rawn to the coils by a 
fan which also forces the cooled 
air back to the rooms. 
It is cu stomary to hav e a filter 
installed in connection with the 
coils. The effect of the filter is to
